I am a captive customer with no choices. My competitors, located in other states, are currently able 
to manage their natural gas costs, but I am not. My company would benefit from having the 
capability t o  control i ts  energy costs, 

The Public Utilities Commission should not be picking energy winners. LG&E rules should not only 
allow "select" customers exclusive rights, but al l  business should have this right. Natural gas prices 
are near IO-year lows - why can't I take advantage of this market? 

The threshold for usage to be eligible to transport should be lowered TO around 2,000 Mcf/year so 
that commercial customers can participate in fixing their energy costs.
